Sheriff Rickey took several prisoners to 
the penitentiary, and took with him 
the cost bills whioh are always allowed 
by the state. The warden refused to 
allow them'until the county had paid 
the §15 above referred to. The costs 
amounted in all to over $500. Prose 
cntor Bannon 
consequently brought 


suit to compel the warden to sign the 
cost billa. The attorney-general who 
appeared for the warden in the case 
stated that he did not approve of the 
warden's course. 
Prosecutor Bannon 


acted npon the advise of the attorney- 
general in the . matter, and it is very 
probable will win the case, although 
the supreme oonrfc will not render a 
decision until next week.

Mr. DJngley defended tho action, of

etead of denouncing Mr. Cleveland on 
every occasion, he said, the other side 
ought to be down on their knees at the 
feet of his "perspiring obesity and 
ponderous ponderosity" thanking him 
for the opportunity he had given them 
to again "rob the people." 


The clerk then resumed the reading 


of the bill where he stopped on Satur- 
day.

Washington, March 31.—Senator Al- 


len (Pop., Neb.) made a long speech 
in the senate on the unconstitutional- 
ity of the tariff taxes, beyond those 
requisite for revenue.

•vras the first tariff speech the senate 
has heard this session, it did not at- 
tract marked attention. Mr. Allen se- 
verely criticised the trusts and combi- 
nations, which he declared reap the 
main advantage of the 
tariff taxes. 


The senator's remarks were in the na- 
ture of a legal argument showing the 
constitutional limitations on the tax- 
ing power of congress.

. Impotlng Duties Prior to 
Law. 


Washington, March 31.—Cnainnan 


Dirigley and his colleagues of the ways 
and means committee will attempt to 
have the dutiea imposed by tfhe new 
tariff bill go into effect before the bill 
becomes a law. The substance of the 
amendment follows: That the duties 
imposed by the bill shall be enforced 
and collected on: all goods Imported 
subsequent to-April 15 and prior to 
the passage of the act, not purchased 
or in transit prior to April 1. It cre- 
ates a lien upon the goods thus im- 
ported for the amount" of the duties. 


Protest From Cigar Maker*. 


"Washington, March ,31.—A commit- 
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tlonal union headed by J. 3. Lynch of 
Chicago and T. F. Tracy of Boston is 
in Washington. The union 
enrolls 


about 150,000 people and has-made a 
formal protest against the changes in 
the duties on tobacco as made in the 
Dingley bill, claiming that they will 
deprive many workers of employment 
by causing a larger proportion of the 
cigiars consumed in the United States 
to be made abroad. 


Welih Fuslleen In ReadlneM. 


Valett, Island of Malta, March 31.— 


It is reported here that 600 men of the 
Welsh fusileers have been ordered to

One is seven miles below Greenville, 


Miss., at Wayside', which is. 1,200 feet 
wide; one 40 miles «orth of Greenville 
at the head ol the delta, which is 1,000 
feet wide and 
becoming deeper and 


longer as the water rushes through it. 
The third occurred at au early hour 
opposite Arkansas City, and at last re- 
ports a stream as wide as the Hudson's 
was tearing through it and' covering 
the country lor miles in the"interior. 


The water from the upper or Perth- 


shire crevasse-has already cut through 
the railroad and is tearing ' through 
the plantations to the south. The mid- 
dle crevasse the floods from the north 
have also joined forces with • these 
waters, and together they are Inun- 
dating the country southward. 


The upper waters will reach the low- 


er crevasse and the united water from 
three flood gates will, with hourly in-

Status of tho Mississippi. 


Washington. March 31.—The weather 


bureau Issued the 
following special 


river bulletin: During the past 24 
hours the Ohio, Cumberland, Tennes- 
see and Arkansas rivers have fallen 
slowly and the Red has risen. 
The 


Central Saint Francis river has risen 
two feet since Saturday and is still ris- 
ing rapidly. The upper Mississippi, 
from St. Paul to Dnbuque, has risen 
slightly and is above the danger line 
at Lacrosse. The Mississippi has fall- 
en slightly form.Keokuk to Cairo and 
risen from Helena to New Orleans, ex- 
cept a slight fall at Arkansas City, due 
to a crevasse near that place. It is 
above the danger line from :Cairo to 
New Orleans and from Memphis to Ar- 
kansas City is above the extreme high 
water of any previous years.

American process -for renewing these 
lamps .after the filament has been bro- 
keu.has been developed, it does not give 
the name $>f inventors nor state that the 
proems has come into anything like gen- 
eral application. 
Its description of the 


operation is therefore given for what it 
is worth. 


It states that a commercial success 


has been made of a process for renewing 
burned out lamps which renders possible 
the use of the old'bulb at a very slight 
expense. By the new method the collar, 
or bare end, of the lamp is not disturb- 
ed;- the 'old filament being "removed and 
the new one placed through a small hole 
in the lamp bulb made by removing the 
tip. The small hole is subsequently clos- 
ed, exactly in the same manner aa in the 
case of tho new lamp, leaving nothing 
to Indicate in the finished, repaired 
lamp that it had ever been opened. 


It is stated that some 400,000 lamps 


have been' repaired by this method, the 
filament being inserted through tho 
small hole referred to by a skillful twisE 
of the hand and secured in position by a 
special carbon paste. The black deposit 
on the inside of the bulb is removed by 
fitting the lamp to the holder and re- 
moving it in a, gas furnace, while im- 
mediately following this operation a 
small glass tube is fused to the opening 
made in the bulb, through which the 
lamp is exhausted. When this has been 
done and the last trace of air aud gas 
absorbed, a blowpipe flame is directed 
upon the throat of the tube, which is 
melted into the point exactly in every 
respect a counterpart of the original 
lamp.—Providence Journal.

When Hancock's headquarters were 


reached, the party remained with him 
for some time, awaiting the arrival of 
the head of Warren's troops. Hancock's 
wound received at Gettysburg had not 
thoroughly healed, and he suffered such 
inconvenience from it when iu the sad- 
dle that he had applied for permission 
to ride in a spring ambulance while on 
the march and when his troops were not 
in action. He was reclining upon one 
of the seats of the ambulance, convers- 
ing with General Grant, who had dis- 
mounted and was sitting on the ground 
with his baok against a tree; whittling 
a stick, when the sound of firing broke 
forth directly in front. Hancock sprang 
up, seized his sword, which was lying 
near him, b'uckled it around his waist 
and cried, "My horse, my horse 1" The 
scene was intensely dramatic and re- 
called vividly to the bystanders the cry 
of Richard III on the field'of Bosworth 
Grant listened a moment without chang- 
ing his position or ceasing liis whittling 
and then remarked: ' 'They are not fight 
ing. The firing is all on one skje.

takes two sides to start a fight." In a 
few minutes the firing died away, aud 
it was found that the enemy was not 
advancing.
